Mr. Collingwood was’ fortunately 
railed, ina very fhort time, to a fitua 
tion enabling him to prefeat a much 
volder afpect to his enemies, By the 
jiun@ion df fir Robert Calder with the 
force under his orders, and feveral fub- 
fequeut reinforcements’ from admiral 
Cornwa hs , ane from other quarters; 
his fleet becanie augmented to more 
than twenty fail of the line; ftill, how- 
ever, it equalled not by one third that 
ofahe combined fleers. He’ hefitated 
not a moment to refume his (Ration, as 
nt in proud defiance of their fuperiorte 
y; but rode as it were,.in triumph 
over their pufillanimity, ia fight of the

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port, where they might, without any 
exaggeration, be faid to have taken 
refuge. 

Such continued to be the pofition of 
affairs until the arrival of lord Nelfon; 
and the events which took place from 
that time to the glorious, though fatal, 
day that put a period to his lordfhip’s 
exiftence, are not only well known, 
but are perhaps too irrelative to the ab- 
Gra memoir of lord Collingwood’s 
life, to render the infertion of them, in 
‘this place, neceflary, or proper. The 
details of the aétion itfelf are alfo fo 
indelibly markedion the hearts of Bri- 
tons, that the eye pafies rapidly over 
¢hat, of which no one can be ignorant, 
and on which no perfon can refic& 
without paying the juft tribute of for- 
gow due to the memory of the ever-to- 
be-lamented commander-in-chief, or 
without letting fall the tear of grati- 
tude for the fervices rendered by his 
gallant {urvivor in command. 

We cannot however refufe ourfelves 
the fatisfation, nor the gallant admi- 
gal the juflice, of extracting two para- 
graphs from the public difpatch. We 
gre induced to infert the firft, becaufe 
it may ferve future commanders-ia- 
chief, as a precedent of a concife mode 
of doing juftice to all men, where all 
have ated with equal gallantry } and 
thereby of avoiding any of thofe invi- 
dious diftinétions, which {carcely ever 
fail to huit the feelings of fome amon 
the braveft, and the beft: the fecond, 
becaufe it certainly evinces that this no- 
ble perfon is as fully endued with the 
moft amiable qualities of affe&ion, as 
he is with thofe of profeflional know- 
ledge and profeflional bravery.

which he fet the highett value. 
Thus circumflanced and “reduced, it 
will not be wondered at that Acethins 
dilcovered iInGrarirupbe: he found it 
in the GREAT MAN to whom he had 
devoted his time; he found it in the 
fordid wretch who had looked up to 
him for a fupport, which, having failed, 
left no trace of recollection in his mind 
of palt benefits. Acerbius found his 
downlal noticed with feverity by the 
man he had himlelf eftablithed, and his 
conduct arraigned by thofe who ought 
to have been moft merciful to hie 
faults. 

Acerbius is no more the man he 
he has imbibed a fatal poifon : the tone 
of his mind is deftroyed: the honelt 
pride of his heart has lkruck on arock 
of adverfity, and is [plit to pieces; only 
now and then areto be obferved fome 
floating materials of the wreck. Acer- 
bius fhrinks from notice, from his own 
contemplation&, ‘Timid, and appre 
henfive that every man has a dehgn to 
trample upon aad erufh him, Acerbdius 
raifes the fhafts of contempt anc d fatire, 
as the porcupine does his quills, for his 
protection; he confiders all mauaind 
at enmufy with him, and purlues the 
fame 
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fame fteadinefs of aniniofity. When- 
ever a portion of injuftice or infult is 
deale out to him, he returns it in the 
fame kind, but fills up a larger meafare 
of it to hits ady *rfaries. The diforder 
of his mind, like a jaundice may be feen 
in hits fa ioe te ut it isnot at all times 
vitible; for now and then, when the 
eames neutralifed for an in- 
ftant, by any incident of charity or 
friendthip, his originalcharatter breaks 
forth, and his countenance brightens 
with joy and love. 

Acerbtus was once occupied in if. 
tening to fome fevere reproac ches which 
came from the [rps of a fordid rich man, 
and were directed to a poor dependant 
who wasin his debt. The bitterneis 
in the brea(t of the rich man was not a 
ftrenger bitter than that in the breaft 
of Acerbius; but it was of a different 
fort. Acerbins rufhed forward, and 
paid the money: he received, too, the 
thanks and prailes of the obliged ftran- 
ger. Acerbius turned afide ‘abruptly. 
¢ Jt isalways my lot,’ faid he,‘ to meet 
with ‘ingratitude : I have relieved you, 
and now, in return, you would give me 
pain. 

Acerbius begins’ to hate. Like a 
dog feized with the hydrophobia, he 
{naps at every pafler by ; but, like that 
generous animal, the tears run down his 
cheeks as in, the rage of his diforder, 
he gives the fatal wound.

He was born in the year 1-26, ane 
at an early period Of life purfued a mi.

~ But it would be unjuf as well a 

ungenerous to draw any inference with 
regard to his character from this early 
period of exiflence, but pafs on to that 
time, when’ a matured under {tanding 
feemed to confirm what he would cot. 
tinue to be, and the fober hours of 
more experienced years be {pent in 
fhewing to the world the ‘inclinations 
which predominated in the heart. 

He ‘was created an earl in 1768, 
being the firit inchis family, who I be. 
lieve originally came from England‘ 
remote times, with fome fuccefstul in 
vader. a 

The circumftances of the late eat 
were by no means flattering for a man 
of rank, until a law fuit was deter 
mined between him and his brother, 
and he then became quietly fettled 
the family feat near Boyle; he then 
Kecame a governor of the counties of 
Rofcommon and Sligo,’ regularly 
tended the feffions, of the then [rifh 


-parlrament a8 a peer; his influence alfo 


extended to one knight of the hire for 
the county, and his borough of Boyle 
returned two members of parliament; 
fo"that he was pofleffed of a tolerable

che legiflature. 
bee maititude of titles that have 
diftinguthhed the prefent aufpicious 
it may be préfumed have'not al- 
earsanfwered the expectation of our 
‘JjyArious fovereign; who no doubt mn 
sonveying the coronet to an untitled 
read, would with that a dignity com- 
sible with that honourable gift of 
‘ovalty was kept up to by the perfon 
wlio obtained it, which alas! 1s not 
the cafe in fome inttances. 
But in the prefent inftance never 


reigt, 


wat a title conferred more defervedly ; 


he was an ornament to the Irifh peer- 
see, and never for bafe motives defert- 
ejhis country’s real interefts. With 
regard to a queftion which has occa- 
foned variety of opinions; namely, 
catholic emancipation; his only fear 
jn not granting all, proceeded not 
fom bigotry, but as he was a zealous 


| fupporter of the conftitutron, he was 


fearful of innovation, when he thought 
any of its vital principles were in dan. 
ger; and from that motive, though 
thefe might be no caufe for his appre- 
henfions, was his conduct grounded. 

However his catholic tenantry: re- 
vere his memory, and had no reafon to 
doubt his good wifhes and his friend- 
fhip. He was religious, but not a 
bigot; the mild and tolerant princi- 
ples of chriftianity were engrafted 
deeply in his heart, and a long life 
exhibited the fruits of this divine prin- 
ciple, 

At the era of volunteering in the 
year 1797, when invafion was appre- 
hended by this country, he railed a 
corps of volunteers in his town, and 
hewed every zeal for uniting with 
thofe patriotic bands for préferving his 
hative country from our inveterate foe. 

When a change of circumttances in- 
duced government to embody the'mili- 
ta of the county, Lis lordhip though 
with hoary locks, commanded a regi- 
ment of militia—-the Rofcommon, and 
informing them at their commence- 
ment, though it mult be remembered 
how ballotting for men for that fervice 
was refifted by the common people, 
who had got falfe ideas concern: ng the 
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a&t of parliament 3 and in many coun 
ties in confequence af fuch mifrepre- 
fentation, it was found almoft impofli. 
ble to have an effectual force, or raife 
the guota of men; yet fo beloved was. 
his lordfhip by his tenantry and the 
county, that in a few days his lord. 
fhip’s regiment was complete ; without 
the arts of either inveighog the mea 
hy ftratagem, or dragging them from 
their cabin by force. 

In this fhort fketch it would be im. 
poflible to give even a tolerable outline 
of his lordfhip’s character ; or take in 
the many munificent aéts which dil- 
tinguifhed a long life. 

J thall therefore conclude this ac- 
count with barely flating; that witb 
regard to his perfon he was. above the 
middle fize, digmfied and polthhed in 
his manners; he never met the poor 
man with a fupercilious look, but ra- 
ther accommodated himlelf wiih praife- 
worthy humilicy to his inferiors ; whilit 
at the fame time he never defcended 
from his rank as a peer, to any mean 
or pitiful aét; he befriended at all 
times real want; and if his charities 
were not as extenfive, or as often em- 
blazoned inthe public prints, as fome 
of the honourable and right honoura- 
bles of the day, to catch the floating 
applaufe of a capricious public; yet 
his own poor tenantry have occafion to 
remember the many private charities 
which he adminiftered amonglt them ; 
fome of which ftill continue; though 
his fon the late Robert, earl of King- 
fion, who fucceeded him in his ettates, 
died fome years fince. Edward, earl 
of Kingtton, the fubject of the pre- 
fent fketch, died in the year 1797, 
aged Gr years. It would be wrong in 
this place not to notice that at the 
joint expence of Jane, vilcountefs of 
Oxmantown, and the hon. lady Klea- 
nor King, two of his lordfhip’s daugh- 
ters, a very handfome monument of 
black and white marble ts ereéted to 
his memory in the parihh church of 
Boyle.

Heaven, and mr. Pope remarks, ‘ that 
the knowledge of mankind 1s man.’ 
But how can he be feen fo clearly as 
in the mirror of hiftory. It is re- 
marked by dr. Johafon, ‘ that every 
biographer, 1s better abie to write his 
own life, than others are todo ux for 
him.’ He certainly mult be able to 
collet materials from his own know. 
ledge, and if fmpartial, he can beil 
judge of his own actions, 

klonowo was born on the rath of 
March, 1767, of honourabie parents 
an the welt of England. His father 
was a clergyman of the. ettablifhed 
church, the rector of the parifh of 
Elworthy forty years; who difcharged 
his fuaGiion with the greateil punctu- 
ality. He led a regular, fober, and 
pious life; free trom all bigotry aad 
enthufafm. He copied his fermons 
chiefly from the celebrated works of 
archbifhop ‘Lillotion, and in the latter 
part of his lite was parual to the wri. 
tings of dr. Whlfon, the late pious 
bifhop of Soder and. -Man. Honotia 
ean trace his lineal defeent from a pre- 
late who was the bdhop at. Worcetter

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and Winchetier fucceflively, and yh, 
zealoully oppoled the puritanie migir 
ters in the reiga of Charles I]. 

The mother ef Honorio was 4, 
daughter of a merchaut of Load 
who traded to the Eatt Indies, and 
who became acquainted with his fathee 
wheo on a vilit in the neighbourhoo? 
The acquaintance terminated in a may, 
riaye, to which Honorio owes his ex. 
iltence imgthis woild, and for which he 
is under obligations to the Almighty, 
The place of. his nativity was fituateg 
in a beautiful valley, which had the 
command of a view of the Brifs 
channel, and the neighbouring hills 
it was about ten miles from ‘L'auntos 
Deane, a town remarkabie fox jt 
cleanlinefs and elegancy. 

As bionerio coniiders piety as almog 
coeval with the exiltence of fome chil. 
dren, fo he ts very thankful for the 
appearance of it as tuon as he began to 
{peak, for he has heard his mother 
fay, that he generally exclaimed before 
his meals, § God blefs my food!’ 

Fle was likewile free from lying, 
and every appearance of pvofanenels; 
and 1% his mother had not been too ia. 
dulgent he would fooner have improved 
in reading. He was placed in a neigh 
bouring boarding-[cheol in his eighth 
year, where he began the rudimengs of 
learning amongft children of the fit 
reipectability ; as for inftance, or 
joha Trevellyan’s fon, and others is 
the weft of England. Hororo was 
fo fond of his mother that he left that 
fchool abruptly, for home was very 
much coveted. Soon after he wat 
placed at a boarding-fchool, ina {mall 
town called Watchet, not far from. bs 
father’s houfe, where he learned rea 
ing more, perfectly, and the branches 
af writing and awithmetic.

After he had ftaid with him for fome 
montis, Hlonorio’s father releafed him

Having acquired the branches of an 
Englith education, Honorio was-placed 
at the public grammar-{chool of Taun- 
ton, under the divreAtion of mr.

éhool that Hlenorio obtained 


knowledge of the tudiments of the La- 


tinlangnage. His matter was a good 
totor, but not regular in his difctpline, 
aon any provocation it was cuftomary 
with him to kick the boys about the 
fhool; fothat he does not remember 
ever to have feen him ufe either a birch 
ora ferela, the ufual inftruments of 
ponifhment. His paflion exceeded alt 
bownds on any particular occafion. 
Whilh refident in this town, as Hono- 
rio, did not board at the fchool, he 
became acquainted with a young lady 
for whom he conceived a great affect 
tion, though fo very young; fhe was 
the daughter of alderman H-——-— who 
alterwards was chofen twice lord mayor 
of the city of London, and was a 
principal banker of that metropolis ; 
fhe was on a vifitiat her aunt’s. Mis 
i was poffefled of great parti- 
aity for Honorio, -and admitted him 
to an interview with her; but as he 


foon afterwards left Taunton, the in- 


timacy broke off. Honorio was not 
imenhible to the paffion of love, and 
would no doubt have matured it by 
years, if a {peedy removal had not 
tekea place. It is impoffible to de- 
cribe the pleafure arifing from an early 
“tachment in life, and when fuitable 
tought to be indulged. The cuftom of 
eign countries, therefore, is not to 


be blamed of marrying young, for -it 
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prevents much mifchief; for the warmth 
of affeftion is beit known in the early 
part of life. 

Honorio was afterwards placed at 
the public grammar-fchool of ‘liver. 
ton, @neat town, not far from Exeter 
in Devonfhire. It was at this ichool 
that he made any proficiency mthe 
Latin claffics, and attained a decent 
knowledge of Ovid and Cornelius Ne» 
pos ; he went through the lower fchool, 
and had the advantage of a private tu- 
tor. The fehool of Tiverton had beea 
very renowned for the education of 
young gentlemen from different parte 
of England. Bampteld Moore Carew, | 
and others were icholars in it. ‘The 
famous Carew, ‘who afterwards was 
chofen the king of the Gypfies, whofe 
life is publifhed, and who is of courfe 
very well known as one of the greateit 
impoftors that everlived. Honorio ttudi. 
ed with the fon of fir Archibald Elijah 
Impey, one of the judges of the Eat 
Indies, and others of the preateft re» 
fpettability.’ Whilit he was in this 
town, he became acquainted with @ 
young lady who attended the eharch 
where he was accufiomed to go. She 
was fond of him to an excefs, and 
though virtuous in the extreme, ad 
mitted him to the greateft familiarity, 
There was every thing in this attach. 
ment which foreboded real happinefs, 
as the relations of both parties would 
not hare been againft it; but it plealed 
Providenee to take he¥from this world, 
by arapidconfumption. Honorio was 
inconfolable for her lofs, as mifs K-—+ 
potlefled every qualification requilite to 
make the marriage ftate happy. She 
was itrictly pious, very fenfible, and 
gave evidence of a {weetnels of temper, 
as well as amiable manners in her com» 
mon behaviour. Honorto was at this 
time influenced by a great degree of 
religion, fo that he regularly attended 
the monthly facrament at the churhy 
and preparatory to its celebration he 
fafted a whole day from all food: he 
alfo read a number of devotional books, 
amongtt which was the New Whole 
Duty of Man, and the New Week's 
Preparation before Sacrament ; and ald 
this reading did by no means —— 

the 
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the fchool exercifes, as he rofe early 
every morning, ard redeemed time for 
religious purpofes. It was almoft im- 
poflible to be fo véry devout, and not 
to be expoled to a degree of enthufi- 
afm, elpecially at am early part of 
lite. ‘The fecharifts did all in their 
power, ¢fpecially the a:iabaptiils, to 
draw Hohnorio trom the eftablithed 
church, and they thought no doubt to 
fucceed on d warm imagination. Ho- 
norto has reafon to lament the influence 
of enthufialm at that period of his life, 
as it led him from rational piety to 
adopt fentiments (according to his pre- 
fent Opinion) detrimental to the wel- 
face of mankind. Thefle fentiments 
had refpect chiefly to the artntrary de- 
crees of the Deity, which in courfe of 
years Honerto has recanted, as incon 
fitlent with the free agency of man. 
Whilil he was thus purluing learning, 
with a view to the wniverlity, it plealed 
Providence to remove his father—the 
circumitances of his death were very 
dlriking. He had beento dinner at a 
neighbouring parifh, where he ofhier- 
ated as curate, preparatory to a fune- 
ral, at which he attended; but as te 
‘was preceding the coy pie to the church, 
and repeating the fenutences ac the bee 
ginuing of the church fervice for the 
dead, he was feized all of a fudden with 
@ para tic itroke, and fell down dead 
decfore the corpfe and the numerous at- 
tendants, with the prayer book in his 
hand, to the great furprize of all pre- 
fent. Another clergyman was fent for 
to bury the corpfe, and his father was 
removed to a_ neighbouring houle. 
Thus the fituation of Honorio was 
rendered precarious, as his fupport at 
{chool depended upoa the life of bis fa- 
ther, as well as his future profpect of 
the univerfity. Thus Honorio was 
obliged to leave ‘Tiverton, and to re- 
move to the grammar fchool of King- 
{ton upon Hull, in the north of Eng- 
land to finifh his education. ‘The matf- 
ter of that {chool, was mr. M— a 
clergyman of eminent piety, and a lec- 
turer of the old church of that town, 
Mr. M— was very paflionate, but took 
great pains-with his icholars. It was 
poder him that HNonorio Icarned the 
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Greek language, and read Virgil agg 
Horace, together with all Cicere’ 
werksin Latin. Being thus Qivalilies 
and having thoughts of holy orders ; 
was thought the archbithop of York 
would not refufe ordination ; by be 
politively refufed it, however we! os 
fied the candidate might be, withoo 
an univerfity éducation. ‘Lhus ai 
cumflanced, lonorio was obliged , 
relinguith all nopes of the church, ap: 
apply himfelf to the. education 4 
youth; an office which he has dit 
charged for a number of years, though 
he muit acknowledge with much iy. 
pei fection. 

Honorio in réviewing his life, hy 
tealom to’ acknowledge the treachery 
of his’ affeétions, in leading him im. 
perceptibly from the path of duty. 
Fhe pafhon of love has been to hig 
the fource of great pleafure, but at th 
fame time it has been to him the cauf 
of much milery. © Strong affection 
make ftrong afleCtions,’? is a maxim 
known from painful experience, 

Lhe. warmth of Honorio’s imaging. 
tion has likewtle betrayed him into 
the wild mazes of enthufiafm: but he 
never. degenerated trom rational religi. 
on, from any bafe motive ; and there 
fore the flights of fancy will not be 
imputed criminal to him. He has oa 
this occafion only to lament, that hes 
not more wile from paft experience, 
and more cautious of religious imprel 
fione. 

Honorio lias likewife to lament 2 
degree of credulity in the courfe of bw 
life. He has been too fanguine m 
forming connexions ; conceiving that 
whatever profeflions mankind made that 
they were fincere. Not confidering, 
that in general, to miftruft them; and 
that the more f{mooth the tongue 1% 
the more poifon may be conceives. 
He, therefore, from painful dilappoit

emptions. it was propoled therefore 
to take away thole exemptions; butas 
that would bear hardly on a clais that 
were entitled to the fupport of the 
honle, he meant to propofe that they 
fheuld be indemathed in another man 
ner. The clals that he thought ought 
to be protected irom fuilering by this 
alteration, were itmall trade{men and 
{mall annuitants. ‘lThofe who lived 
fulely by the profits of their labour, 
were circumftanced differently from the 
landed gentleman, er the man of per 
fonal property ; that it was en ealy 
matter for the latier clafs to add labour 
to property, (if they chofe it,) butt 
was dificult forthe other c! laf co add 
property to labour. Small annuitant, 
after they had paid their prope ty tay, 
upon produciug at the tax office the 
will or document under which ther 
held an annuity not exceeding gol. pet 
anoum, the tax office fhould be autho 
ried tomake repayments. He adder, 
that the bawk had agreed to receive 
tax upon thie dividends, which woul!

Lord Henry Petty anfwered, to the 
two former only, aud vot to the annui- 
tants.——The refolutions were read a 
firit and fecond time, pro forma, and 
the debate adjourned till Monday.
